Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and clamour, and 
evil speaking, be put away from you, with all maiice: And be ye 
kind to one another, tender-hearted, forgiving one another, even as 
God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you. Mrnesiane iv. 31, 32. 

Among the innumerable follies and impieties which proceed 
from the unregenerate and sinful heart, not one is more deplorable 
in its consequences than the neglect of the Holy Scriptures ; that 
aacred volume which contains man’s sole guide to happiness on 
earth, and the sole revelation of that life and immortality towards 
which all his nobler faculties aspire, but which the light ef nature 
fails to discover to his view. The sublime conceptions of Jreno- 
van, which we receive from the Bible, are not more pre-eminent in 
their importance, than its ethics are unrivalled in purity of pre- 
cept. From the vaunted wisdom of the sages, legislators, and casu- 
ists of the Pagan world, have emanated various systems of morals, 
inconsistent in their principles, hunited and imperfect in their ap- 
plication, and each sanctioning the darling vices of its respective 
author : In the Bible alone do we find a code of morality adapted 
to promote the happiness of the human race in every age and na- 
tion; a morality consistent in its principles, benevolent in its pur- 
poses, and capable of universal application. In the Scriptures we 
should daily search for rules of life, oracles of virtue, guides to 
happiness ; there we should learn te spare no darling vice, to ne- 
glect no duty, however constraining to our inclinations its perform- 
ance may be, and to guard as sacredly as our own the peace and 
welfare of those among whom we are destined to pass the brief and 
stormy day of life. But, to the disgrace of the Christian world, 
the above exhortation of the Apostle, was not more applicable to 
the half-christianized Ephesians, just emerging from the gloom of 
Paganism, than it is to us who live in the bright meridian of gospel 
day. Where is the society, where the congregation among whom 
“ billerness, and wrath, and clamour, and evil-speaking,” can not 
be found? Where is that kindness, that sympathy, that spirit of 
social humanity which the gospel inculcates? flow numerous are 


us take from the volume that reveals to us his existence, and speci- 
fies his altributes, a picture of him whom He acknowledges as his 
servant. “ Lorp who shall abide in thy tabernacle? Who shall 
“shall stand in thy holy hill? He that walketh uprightly and 
* and worketh righteousness, and speaketh truth in his heart. He 
“ that backbiteth not mith his tongue, nor taketh up a reproach 
* against his neighbour.” From the same volume select some of 
the most atrocious features in the character of the ungodly, they 
are:— His mouth is full of cursing, and deceit, and fraud ; under 
“his tongue is mischief and vanity.” “ Thou givest thy mouth 
“ to evil, and thy tongue frameth deceit. Thou sittest and speakest 
“ against thy brother, and slanderest thine own mother’s son. They 
“ whet their tongue like a sword, they bend their bows to shvol 
“ their arrows, even bitter words. They have sharpened their 
“ tongues like a serpent ; adder’s poison is under their lips.” There 
is not one of the evil dispositions of the human heart which is more 
deadly to every Christian grace than the spirit of reproach and 
bitterness; not one of our evil practices that sheds a more blasting 
influence over society, than the thoughiless babbling, and malignant 
slandering against which St. Pav warned the Ephesians ; and yet 
there is not one which has obtained such universal toleration.— 
Could this be the fact with us Christians if we daily brought our 
dispositions and our practices to be tested by the sacred word of 
life? “If any man,” says the Apostle James, “seemeth to be 
“religious, and bridleth not his tongue, that man’s religion is 
“vain.” Is it not then the height of presumption for us to ap- 
proach the throne of Jenovan with mouths that. are habitually 
“ given to evil,” and “ lips that frame deceit?” Who would dare 
in the view Sf these scriptures, to scatter about the poisoned ar- 
rows of “ idle and bitter words,” and yet call himself the disciple 
of Him from whose sacred lips flowed nought but tenderness and 
love ; whose sojourn on earth was a pilgrimage of benevolence ; 
and whose expiring breath exhaled in a prayer for the pardon of 
his murderers? Fellow-Christians, let us not “ deceive our own 
hearts ;”’ if we have not the spirit of Christ we are none of his; 
And in that gospel of peace which his Apostles have left us, we 
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read, that—* If any man say I love God, and hateth his brother, 
“ he isa liar ; for he that lovelh not his brother whom he hath seen, 
« how can he love Gon whom he hath not seen?’ That love which 
« js the fulfilling of the law” being the evidence, as well as the 
fruit, of our adoption, let us not presume to call Gop our Fa- 
ther, unless # we kuow,” by our love to his family of mankind, 
that “ we have passed from death unto life ; and let us not abuse 
ourselves by pretending to love those against whose characters we 
ourselves deliberately frame the malicious slander ; or of whom we 
propagate thoughtlessly the evil report which has originated with 
others. 

Among our readers, there may be a few, who, making no pro- 
fession of religion, disavow the authority of the Bible, and while 
they violate its holiest laws, proudly apostrophize the idol Honour, 
with—* Thanks to thy lofty spirit! we are not as these Christians, 
“ weak and wicked, specious and hypocritical; we boast of no super- 
“‘ human virtues, for we do not believe in their existence; but we 
« obey the dictates of justice, and humanity, and wisdom.” This 
is.a proud profession—but beware, lest you also, “ deceive your 
own hearts.” The “ do not to others, what ye would not that 
“ {hey’should do unto you,” is, we belicve, to be found in some 
form, in the codes of Pagan morality ; it is a maxim, whatever be 
its origin, which includes the whole of moral justice and unin- 
spired benevolence ; by this, we invite you to'test your justice and 
humanity !!—-And we-call on every witty satirist, and every en- 
tertaining gossip, of both sexes, to establish, if they can, the wis- 
dom of their ingenious ‘caricatures, and their-amusing chronicles, 
by the approving suffrage of common sense. One of the sages of 
antiquity, has tanght us in the fable of “ The Lion and the Mouse,” 
the wisdom of conciliating by magnanimous benevolence, the good 
will of beings apparently the most insignificant: By what epithet 
would this sage have characterised the conduct of him who in the 
pride of wit, the meanness of flattery, or the poverty of idleness, 
spends two-thirds of his time in sowing drevon’s teeth around him ? 
“ Rehearse not,” says the Son or Siraci, (the wisdom of whose 
writings is universally acknowledged) “ Rehearse not unto ano- 
«6 ther that which is told to thee, and thou shalt never fare the 
«“ worse. Whether it be to a friend or foe, talk not of other men’s 
“ lives; and if tliou canst without offence, reveal them not. For 
« he heard thee and observed thee, and when time cometh, he will 
« hate thee.” ‘This prudential maxim he reiterates in the preced- 
ing verse, with an exquisite sneer al the weakness of babbling :— 
< Jf thou hast heard a word, let it die with thee, and be bold it will 
<< mot burst lec.” Let them with whom the gospel is a fable, and 
to whom the tying delusions of an evil heart are gospel, beware lest 
before the tribunal to which they so confidently appeal, they be 
convicted of injustice, and inhumanity, and folly: And “ let all 
« bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and clamour, and e€vil speaking, 
“ be put away from among us,” that the peace of Gop may tran- 
quillize our hearts, and the perfection of His attributes. be exem- 

plified in our lives. C. 


BISHOP HOBER'!’s ADDRESS, 


To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocesé 
of New-York, containing a View of the state of that Church, during 
the past year. 

My Cverican ann Lay Baerurex— 


Agreeably to the requisition of the Canons, I lay before the Con- 
vention the proceedings in this Diovese, since the last Annual Con- 
vention. | 

Since that time the following persons have received Holy Orders; 
Gregory ‘I’. Bedell, William Hawley, William H. Hart, Abiel Car- 
ter, of this Diocese, and William Josephus Bulkley, of the Diocese of 
Connecticut, have been adthitted to the Order of Deacons; and the 
following Deacons, David Huntington, Eli Wheeler, Benjamin 'I’. 
Onderdonk, and Alanson W. Welton, of this Diocese, and Lewis P. 
Bayard, of New. Jersey, to the Order of Priests. ‘The ordination of 
Lewis P. Bayard and Benjamin T. Onderdonk, took place in New- 
ark, New-Jersey, whete 1 was invited to hold an ordination, by the 
Standing Committee of that Diocese. 

The Rev. Charles Seabury bas been instituted to the Rectorship of 
Caroline Church, Setanket; and the Rev. Eli Wheeler to the Rec- 
torship of St. John’s Church, Johnstown. 

The Rev. William Hawley and the Rev. William H. Hart have re- 
moved to the Diocese of Virginia. The Rev. Gregory ‘I’. Bedell, 
Iyeacon, has been elected Mivister of Christ Church, Hudson; and 
the Rev. Abiel Carter, Deacon, acts as an Assistant in Christ Church, 
in this city. ‘The Rev. Ezekiel G. Geer, Deacon, has removed 
from the Diocese of Connecticut into this Diocese, anid acts as a 
Missionary. 7 

Inregard to the affairs of the Diocese, it is proper I should state, 
that the sentence of suspension on the Rev. Cave Jones, in conse- 
quence ol his refusing to submit to the requisitions of Bishop Moore 
and his Preshyters, to relinquish his title to the office of Assistant 
Minister of Trinity Church, was removed, on his submitting to the 
terms of their requisitious, and an official instrument of the removal 
transmitted to him. 

In the city of New-York, St. George’s Church, which was destroy- 
ed by fire, has been. rebuilt, and is ready for consecrarion. But we 
have to lament the recent destruction, by fire, of the edifice of Zion 
Church. ‘This event is calculated to excite peculiar sensibility, 
from the very limited means which the congregation possess of re- 
pairing their loss, there being among them few individuals of -much 
wealth. ‘The corporation of Trinity Church do not possess the 
means of aiding them to any considerable amount ; and their only re- 
source, therefore, is the benevolence of individual Episcopalians. It 
is not tobe supposed that this, their only hope, will fail them; that 
Episcopalians will refuse to aid a sister congregation in circumstances 
of peculiar distress; or that they will ineur the stigma of making ne 
efforts to raise from its ashes, one of the temples of their God; to re- 
instate their exiled brethren in those sacred courts where they rejoic- 
ed to worship ; and to comfort the heart and strengthen the hands of 
the exemplary and respectable servant of the altar who now mourns 
its desolation and ruin. 

The Right Reverend Bishop Provoost has very recently departed 
thislife. To the benevolence and urbavity that marked all his inter- 
course with his Clergy, and indeed every social relation, there is 


| strong and universal testimony: And with respect to the manner that 


marked his official intercourse, there can be no testimony more inter- 
esting than that of the venerable Bishop of our Church in Pennsylva- 
nia, who, ona public occasion, several years since, referring to the 
intimate relation between himself and Bishop Provoost, introduced 
the sentiment, that ‘“ delegation to the same civil office is a ground 
on which benevolence and friendly offices may be expected;” and 
then remarked, “ how much more eacred is a rélation between twe 
persons, who, under the appointment of a Christian Church, had been 
successfully engaged together in obtaining for it the succession to the 
apostolic office of the Episcopacy ; who, in the subsequent exercise of 
that Episcopacy, had jointly laboured in all the ecclesiastieal busi- 
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ness whieh has occurred among us; and who, through the whole of 
it, never kuew & word, or even a sensation, tending to personal dis- 
atisfaction or disunion. j 
“is the month of November last, I visited the congregations at 
Bedford and North-Salem, in Westchester county; and also, a 
small congregation of Episcopalians in Franklin, in Putnam county. 
In the months of June and July, f made the following visitations : 
St. James’s Church, Newtown, and administered confirmation to 44 
persons ; St. George’s Church, Flushing, administered confirmation 
to 15 persons, and admitted William J. Bulkley to the arder of Dea- 
con; Christ Church, Stratford, Connecticut, at the request of the 
Standing Committee of that Diocese, and administered confirmation 
to 130 persons; ‘T'rinity Church, ‘I'rumbuil, in the same Diocese, 
and administered confirmation to 30 persons; Christ Church, Rye, 
Westchester county, and administered confirmation to 12 persons ; 
St. Peter’s Church, Albany, confirmed 60 persons; Charlton, Sara- 
toga county, confirmed 24 persons; St. John’s Church, Johnstown, 
Montgomery county, confirmed 10 persons, and instituted the Rev. 
Mr. Wheeler; Christ Church, Balliown, confirmed 8 persons; the 
congregations at Balltown Spa and Milton, and, at the latter place, 
confirmed 13 persons; ‘Trinity Church, Fishkill, aud confirmed 17 


persons. 

In the month of August and part of September, I visited the follow- 
ing congregations, principally in the Western District of the State : 
Utica and Paris, Oneida county ; Fairfield, Herkimer county ; Man- 
jius, Onondaga county; ‘Tully Flatts, Cortland county 5 Auburn, 
Cayuga county; Clifion Springs, Geneva, Victor, Richmon?’, 
(formerly Honeyoye,) Avon, Pultneyville, and Canandaigua, Ontario 
county ; Sheldon and Batavia, both near the western frontier, Gene- 
see county. In the principal part of these congregations, confirma- 
tions were held; and since the last Convention, the whole number of 
persons confirmed is about 400. 

At my visitation of the congregation at Manlius, the Church in that 
village, which is a very neat and commodious building, was conse- 
erated by the name of Christ Church, and 44 persons were confirm- 
ed. The congregation is increasing, and owes much to the la- 
bours of the Rev. William A. Clark. There are two other churches 
ready for consecration in Rensselaerville, Albany county, and in 
Stamford, Delaware county, which I expect shortly to consecrate ; 
anil it gives me great pleasure to state, that congregations, in variovs 
other parts of the Diocese, are erecting Churches. In this pious work, 
and in general to the support of the Ministry, many of the congrega- 
tions in the country, and especially in its more remote districts, dis- 
play azeal which is worthy of high commendation. There have been 
instances of individuals, possessing only moderate wealth, who have 
given the tenth, and the eighth part of their property to the building 
of Churches, besides liberal contributions, in the same proportion, to 
the support of the Clergy. The congregations ef our Church, it 
should be recollected, in the new settlements particularly, are not 
large; and, therefore, the erection of buildings, and the support of 
public worship, fall heavily upon them. But for the aid they re- 
ceived from other quarters, and particularly, as it respects the support 
of Clergymen, from the Missionary Fund, the scattered Episeopali- 
ans in many parts of the State; would have been udable to establish 
congregations, and to obtain permanently the worship of our Charch. 
1 mention these facts, in order to excite their more weajthy and fa- 
voured brethren, particularly in the cities, from the exaniple of their 
liberality, to contribute, in generous proportion to the means with 
which Providence has blessed them, to the diffusion and support of that 
Gospel which is the only security for man’s happiness in this life, and 
his only pledge of felicity in the life which is to come. 


It affords me the highest gratification to bear testimony {o the real 
aniito the fidelity of my brethren of the Clergy in the discharge of 
their duties. In mavy places, particularic in the more distant parts 
of the State, and where the scene of ministerial duty is much ex- 
tendei), it ts’not to be discharged but with much self denying and fa- 
horious exertion.. Bat, in the older and more compact Congregations,

I have every reason to belicve, that there is no failure of exertion 
and diligence on the part of the Clergy, in the oversight of the flock 
committed to their charge. I cannot avoid mentioning the exertions 
of a young brother io the Minisiry at Fishkill, who, while in the ea- 
pacity of a Lay Reader in that place, was very instrumental in excit- 
ing the piety and zeal of the people, end whose labours, since his 
admission to Deacon’s Orders, have been very diligent and persever- 
ing, and followed by much good. 

I ought not to omit to mention, that the congregation at Johnstown 
have repaired and beautified their house of worship, which is a large 
stone edifice, erected before the American Revolution, in what was 
then considered a frontier settlement. Under the very active labours 
of their present Minister, there is every prospect of the increase and 
presperity of the congregation. 

An opportunity presented itself of attempting to extend the bless- 
ings of religious instruction among the Indian tribes, through the in- 


‘strumentality of Mr. Eleazar Williams, who was born among them, 


and has been liberally educated. — He is employed by the Missionary 
Commiliee, as a Catechist and Schoolmaster among them. An ap- 
peal was made to Episcopalians for their contributions towards the 
publishing of portions of the Bible and the Common Prayer in the 
language of the Indian tribes. ‘I'he money collected is placed in the 
hands of G. H. Van Wagenen, Esq. the T'reasurer of this Con- 
vention, subject to my order, for the above purposes; and Mr. Wil- 
liams is engaged io preparing the portions of Scripture and the Li- 
turgy for publication. 

The Missionaries continue, as usual, faithful and diligent in their 
important work. 

It is impossible to appreciate too highly the importance of Mission- 
ary exertions. I visited, for the second time, this summer, the Mis- 
sionary District to the westward, extending from Manlius on the east, 
to Sheldon, about 25 miles from Lake Erie, on the west ; and from 
Catharine-town, ‘Tioga county, on the south, to Pultneyville, on Lake 
Ontario, onthe north. ‘I’his district, comprising a circumference of 
country more than a hundred miles in diameter; was the scene of 
the Missionary labours of our deceased brother, the Rev. D. Phelps. 
To him succeeded the Rev. William A. Clark, and the Rev. Orin 
Clark; and, more recenily, the Rev. Alanson W. Welton ; whose 
first labours in their Ministry were devoted to this district, with the 
same piety, prudence, and laborious zeal which distinguished their ve- 
nerable predecessor. In this district, in which, fifteen years since, it 
is believed there was not one congregation of our Church which could 
be considered as permanently established, there are now 14 or 15, 
which have fair prospeets of permanency and prosperity. Indeed, 
such is the ardent and zealous attachment of the Episcopalians ecat- 
tered through that country, to the doctrine, the ministry, and the wor- 
ship of our Church; and such the increasing estimation in which 
these, in proportion as they are known, are regarded by others, uhat 
we only want a greater number of Missionaries, in order to ensure the 
increase and establishment of our Church in various parts of the state. 
As a most important auxiliary to this object, must be considered the 
distribution of Prayer Books. ‘ithe Clergy and Missionaries are uni- 
form in the declaration, that they find no method of increasing our 
Church more etic ctual than the distribution of the Book of Common 
Prayer. It gives me, therefore, great pleasure to notice the increase 
of Bible and Common Prayer Book Societies in this State. Ip ad- 
dition to those in New-York and Albany, there have been recently 
established Bible and Common Prayer Book Societies on Long- 
Island, in Dutchess county, and in Columbia and Greene counties ; 
in the institution of which, many distinguished Laymen of our Church 
have cordially co-operated. In common with my brethren of the 
Clergy, I feel it a duty to acknowledge how much we owe, on vari- 
ous occasions, to the zealous co-operation of our brethren of the Lai- 
ty ; and to notice, with the highest pleasure, theirincreasing zeal for 
the advancement of the interests of our Church. An evidence of 


this is to be found in their attendance at these Annual Conventions; 
one great object of which is, by bringing together, at stated periods, 
the Clergy and the Laity, {rom various parts of the State, to stiength- 
en the bonds of union among the members of our Church, and mutu- 
ally to animate and to direci their zeal in her cause, and their exertions. 
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for her*ittcrease and prosperity. May these exertions he attended 


with the blessings of Almighty God.*

STUDY THE SCRIPTURES. 


Withio the last and present year, very intesesting revivals of Re- 


hgion have occurred in our country. Some of these have burst forth }: 


iu flames almost in a miraculous manner, having no obvious, sensible, 
human instrumentality, connected with them. But most ef them, on 


examination we find have succeeded the study of the Scriptures, and |: 


the establishment of praying societies. The Theological Seminary 
in Princeton had a wonderful (instrumental) agency in producing the 
revival in the college. The study of the Scriptures. preceded the 
interesting display of a religious temper and spirit among the stu- 


dents. 
The same may be observed of the revivals, that, at the present 
(lay, exiet in many public seminaries, and in. some well-regulated 


private echools. 
It is with much pleasure we have observed the dawning ofa revival 


in the churches of this city.— I'his can be traced also to the study of 


the Scriptures, and evangelical praying associations. In one ol the 
Presbyterian churches of this city, a society of young people was es- 
tablished, with the assistance and counsel of the pastors. ‘Ihe object 
in view was the study of the Scriptures. ‘he members employed 
themselves, in the intervals between their meetings, preparing for ex- 
amination and recitation. ‘The same emulation which would have 
governed their competition in any other enterprise, prompted them to 
read and study the holy volume with care and assiiluity. 

While their natural understandings were occupied in annalizing 
the Gospel jilan, their hearts became interested in its overtures, ani 
their souls in the mediation of the great Redeemer.. Already have 
twenty or thirty young persons been. caught, happily caught in the 
net, have professed publicly their faith in. the plan of salvation, offered 


in the gospel. 


Another more extended, benign, and glorious result is- likely to fol- |. 


low. ‘I'he new subjects of grace, apprised of the effects of ignorance 
or a disregard of the Bible, and having triumphantly realized the be- 
nefits of the wisdom that is from above, have within.a few days esta- 
blished an association to afford pious instruction to childrep. ‘The de- 
sign is tocollect them on every sabbath morning and afternoon, heur 
them recite a portion of the sacred Scriptures, a psalm or bymn, and 
at the hour for meeting in the church, to.accompany them thither, 
and superintend their deportment during public worship. ‘I'he asso- 
ciation entered on ils design, for the first time, on.Jast Sabbath. The 
morning was spent in enrolling the childrea who voluntarily present: 


ed themselves as candidates for the privileges and benefits thus gra: |, 


tuitously offered. ‘Three hundred and fifty were in the afternoon con- 
ducted in good order into the 2d Presbyterian church. So many for 
one Sabbath day at least, were kept out of the streets, and from the 
savage idleness and profanity in whieh heretofore they have been in- 
dulged and encouraged. It is not extravagant to. expect the best 
consequences from this institution. lo connexion with others in the 
eity, to afford instruction.to the illiterate, young and old, with a view 
to a qualification to read and meditate on the sacred Scriptures, it 
will make a wholesome impression on the moral.and religious aspect 
ef the whole community... Inthe societies to. which we allude, in- 
telligence, rank, character, example, morality and religion, combine 
to advance and promote the prosperity of our city, the prosperity of 
our church, and the prosperity of Zion.. Who-can.contemplate these 
things with indifference ?) Who will not afford countenance and be- 
neficence to support. these worthy benefactors. of mankiod. But a 
short time will elapse when we shall have lustrous displays of the ci-

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY, 
OF SARATOGA COUNTY:

THE CONSTITUTION, &e.. 


Impressed with a deep- sense of the value of the Holy Scriptures, 
and their salutary influence upon society—not only in correcting the 
morals of men, and restraining their vicious propensities ; but also in 
forming their characters for eternity ; and convinced that many indi- 
viduals and families in this county and its vicinity are destitute of 
those heavenly means of instruction—We, the subscribers, have 
agreed to form ourselves into a society, for the gratuitous distribution 


of the Hoty Bizxe, upomthe following plan :— 
CONSTITUTION, 


I. It shall be called the Bible Society of Saratoga County. 


II. Its object is the gratuitous distribution of the Sacred Scriptures, 
without notes or comment, in the versions commonly used by Pro- 
testants, among the poor of the county, and elsewhere, as ouf funds 
will admit. 

Ii}. It shall consist.of those of fair reputation, who shall subscribe 
the Constitution, and pay at least One Dollar entrance, and One Dol- 
lar annually, to the funds of the Society, for the purchase or publica- 
tion of Bibles. This, together with voluntary contributions from lib- 
eral individuals, and annual collections at public meetings, shall c on- 


stitute its revenue. 

IV. The Board of Managers shall. consist of a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, one Corresponding and one Recording Secretary, one 
‘l’reasurer, and fourteen other members, who shall. be annually chosen 
hy ballot, and constitute the officers of the Society. ‘They shall dis- 
charge the duties usually attached to their respective offices—de vise 
the best plans for procuring and distributing Bibles—correspond with. 


other societies—keep an exact account of their receipts and expendi. 
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en the second Wednesday io January, which shall be the Anniver- 


tures—and report the state of the funds, with the whole of their pro- 
ceedings, at each anniversary meeting of the Society—'l hey shall 
statedly meet on the Tnesday next preceding the anniversary meeting 
of the Society, and also at the call of the President, and on their 
own adjournments.—Five Managers shall be a quorum to transact 
business. : , ; 

V. In order to combine the exertions, wealth and influeuce of the 
good citizens in every town in the county, they shali be invited to be- 
eome niembers of the Society. Whenever twelve do so iu any town, 
they shall organize into a department and choose a Chairman, Assist- 
ant Chairman, Clerk and ‘Treasurer, who shail collect the monies due 
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and imbibing their spirit, are animated with the hopes whieh they ine. 
spire, know that they are “ more to be desired than gold; yea, than 
much fine gold: sweeter also than honey, and the honey-com).”— 
You know and feel, therefore, that it is ot the utinost importance that 
every person should possess, reac aud understand them. You can- 
not but feel, therefore, that those exertious and contributions on your 
part, which may be instrumental in more widely diffusing them, are. 
directed toa most noble and-interesting objeci, and calculated to pro- 

mote the glory of God and the good oi man.—The only questioa that 
can arise tu your minds, is, whether such an institution as this, be ve- 

cessary? In answer to which question, we would remind you, that 
the object of the Society is the gratuitous distribution of the Bible 





to the Society, from. the departinent, and transmit them to the 'Prea- 
surer—search out proper objects of charity, and distribute Bibles to 
them—ard who shall be anuually chosen and report their proceedings 
at ihe anniversary meeting of the Society. Each department shall. 
bear the name of the town in which it is, aud shall make its owa bye- 
laws, not repugnant to this Constitution—and. meet as often as it 
may deem proper, on its own adjournments. ; 

VI. There shall be two meetings of the Society annually, viz :— 


sary Meeting, and be held constantly at the Court-House, in. Balls- 
ton, and on the second Wednesday in July, which meeting shall be 
held by adjournment in the several towns in the County, in rotation 
fifteen members shall be a quorum to transact business. At the open- 
ing of each meeting, an appropriate sermon shall be delivered—-the 

oor shall be invited to attend—a distribution of bibles shall be made, 
with suitable exhortations and prayers, and a collection shall be 
raised for the funds of the Society. 

VIL. Special meetings of the Society shall be called by the Pre- 
sident, whenever three members of the Board of Managers re- 
quest it. 

VIII. This Constitution may be altered and amended, at an. anni- 
versary meeting of the Society, and no other, by a majority of two- 
thirds of the members present.

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AN ADDRESS. 
TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE COUNTY OF SARATOGA. 





Fellow Citizens and Fellow Christians-- 
The Bible Society of Saratoga County, beg leave to present you. 


among the poor of the County, and elsewhere, as the funds will admit. 
The object of the Society is particular and general—io provide for 
the wants of our neighbours and towasmen, and also of strangers. 


‘Take then, Fellow Citizens, a view of the county and its yiciuity: 
Isit not highly probable, that in every town, some families may be 
found, to whom the gift of a Bible would be au act of real charity ? 
Some pious fanilies there may be, who,.as they procure with diflicul- 
ly every necessary of life, procure with difficulty the word of God, 
which they prize above all things. Enter their dwellings, and as in 
every thing else, so also, in their Bible, worn out and delective, you 
behold the marks of poverty. It has been used for many yeara, and 
its possessor, harrassed with numerous wants, is unable to procure a 
new one. Present this family witha Bible, and you perform a pious 
and benevolent act, gratefal to their feelings, acceptable to God.—- 
Other families may be found, some very poor, others not so much 
straitened, who have little or no anxiety to possess the scriptures, and 
will not make those exertions to procure them, which piety would 
excite: Give these families Bibles ; they would generally accept of 
them, some at least among them, perhaps many, would be induced te 
read the book they had received, and the blessing-of God attending. 
this act of charity, would render it the means of turning many from. 
sin to righteousness. 


These remarks apply to every town. But some parts of this and 
the adjacent counties are in a most destitute situation. ‘They border 
on the wilderness, are inhabited thinly, aud principally by the poorer 
class of people. In these parts, the probability, and may we not safe- 
ly add, the certainty is, that a great want of Bibles exists. Here 
then is a field for the charitable exertions of the Bible Society. Here 
let the scriptures be distributed, that the poor may possess and read 
the gospel, the ignorant be instructed, the wicked reclaimed, and 
the pious comforted. ‘ 


To supply the destitute im these parts, and in tlie country general- 
ly, will probably take all the funds we ean raise for many years. But 
should this not be the case ; should we find this county and its vicini- 
ty a field too small for our labours, we can extend our views farther; 
we can lend our aid to distribute the Bible in other parts of the Chriz- 
tian world, and even among the Heathen; we can combine our ex- 
erlions with the exertions of Christians every where, to spread far 
and wide, the scriptures of truth, the word of the living God. The 
Bible Society of Saratoga County, is but a small branch of a grand 
association, extending from one end of the Christian world to the 
other; whose energies are exerted, whose charities are dispensed jn 
every quarterofthe globe: An association of unparalleled simplicity, 
and unparalleled grandeur. Originating but a few years ago in Enc- 
land, it has already. extended its arms, ina measure, over the whole 
world, and bids fair to spread the scriptures in every direction, to 





with their Constitution, and invite you to become members of the in- 
stitution; and lend your influence and aid, to promote its grand ob- 
ject. 
, Of that object, the Constitution sufficiently iaforms you ; and of its 
importance, we doubt not, you are already satisfied, or by a little re- 
flection willbe convinced. What the Scriptures are, we nee! not 
tell you. You know that with them,.no book can be compared; that 
their instructions are most deeply interesting to the children of men, 
not only condueing to their present wellare, but pointing out the path, 


and the only path, that leads to eternal rest. ‘Those of you who | 


fuve seriously studied the Scriptures, aad adopting their principles, 


every people and language, even lo the remotest parts of the earth. 
It is our duty, our privilege and honour, to aid in this grand design of 
spreading the scriptures universally throughout the world. We in- 
vite you, therefore, fellow citizens, to beeome members of our Soci- 
_ety, and assist us io our labour of love. When multitudes are com- 
bined in the same cause, and systematically direct their exertions to 
the same object, great eTects, we may expect, will be produced. By 
coming forward and aiding us in our undertaking, you inay promote 
greatly the temporal and spiritual interests of the county, contri ute 
to the universal spread of the scriptures, and be instrumental, under 
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Gort, even of the everlasting salvation of many souls. By this insti- 
tution; motnly may the present, but future generations be benefitted. 
Your own children, or more remote descendants, may derive from it 
the richest blessings. How much good it may ultimately produce, 
none but Gop can tel!. From such an institution, withhold not then, 
fellow citizens, your patronage, but give it your warm support, es- 
teeming it a duty, privilege and honour, to promote so great, benevo-

INTELLIGENCE FROM ABROAD. 


BAPTIST MISSIONS. 


From the Brief View of the Baptist Missions and Translations, 
Published by Messrs. Weuis & Litiy, Boston. 


The Missionary Stations in the East amount to twenty, some of 
which, as Sirdbana and Amboyna, must be full 4000 miles distant 
from each other. 

The station at Serampore was established in 1799, about six years 
after the arrival of Messrs. "Thomas and Carey as Missionaries: in In-- 
dia. Serampore is about fifteen miles north from Calcutta, on the 
western bank of the river Hoogly. ‘The principle on which they 
agreed to act was, that no one should engage in any private trade, but 
that whatever was procured by any member of the family should be ap- 
propriated te the benefit of the mission. It is on this principle, that 
Dre Carey, in the College, Dr. Marshman in the school, and Mr. 
Ward in the printing-office, have each contributed considerably more 
than 10002. a- year to the undertaking. ‘The premises occupied for 
the mission cost near 40001. sterling, were purchased at three differ- 
ent times; and are vested in the Missionaries as trustees for the So- 
ciety. They contain dwelling-houses for the Missionaries, schoo!- 
rooms, and a spacious hall for public worship; also a printing-office, 
in which ten presses are constantly employed; a type-foundery, in 
which are cast types for the greater part of the eastern languages ; 


and a mill for making paper, which is expected to cost 10,000 rupees, .; 


or 12501. sterling. ‘The material for making paper grows in great 
abundence in thecountry.. At. this station the translation of the 
Scriptures has been carried to an extent exceeding all expectation 
and example. ‘The Missionaries, by their own Society, by the Bri- 
tish and Foreign Bible Society,* by the liberality of the Christian 
public in Britain and: America, and by their own literary labours, 
have been enabled, in different degrees, to translate the Scriptures 
into twenty-seven languages, and to print nearly the same number, af- 
fording a prospect of the most important advantages to the immense 
population of Asia.. 

At the request of the inhabitants of Serampore, and with the con- 
currence of government, they preach in the parish church; but. ac- 

eept of no pecuniary reward for their services. 
- At this station Dr. Marshman keeps a boarding-school. for young 
gentlemen, and Mrs. Marshman for young ladies; besides which they 
eonduet a charity-school upon the Lancasterian, or British system, 
for the children of the poer. 

Soon after the Missionaries were settled at Serampore, Mr. Carey 
being appointed Professor of Sungskrit, Bengalee, and Mahratta,. in 
the College of Fort William, and his colleagues having frequent oc- 
easion to be at Calcutta, they were invited to preach there in a pri- 
vate house.. 

Since then a commodious place of worship has been erected at near- 
ly 40002. expense. Here a respectable congregation attends, and a 





® The Committee of this Saciety have liberally contributed in aid of translating and print- 
jag the Scriptures, at Serampore, 10,5002, since the year 1806, exclusive of 2000 reams of 
Mis’ to replace that which was destroyed by the fire ef Serampore, value 2685/. March, 
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very considerable number of Hindoos, Mussuimans, Portuguese, Ar. 
menians and Europeans have been added to the church, and many 
native converts of good talents are employed in teaching from house 
to house, and in. different parts of the city. From this branch of the 
church many have been called to the ministry, and sent to other sta- 
tions up the country. 

Amongst the Hindoos who. have been baptised, many are Brah- 
mans, and others of high cast. Early in the year 1813, several of 
this description; not many miles from Serampore, obtained the know: 
ledge of the truth, aod met for Christian worship on the Lord’s day, 
before they had any intercourse with the Missionaries, simply by 


reading the Scriptures. ‘These were soon after baptized, and report- . 


ed, that by the same means, as many as a hundred of their neigbours 
were convinced of the truth of the Christian religion, and were kept 
back from professing it only by the fear of losing cast, and its conse- 
psp Four others, Hindoos of high ecsst, were baptized, Nov. 
‘30, , 

At Calcutta a school-house has been erected by the Missionaries, 
capable of containing 800 children, divided into two parts, one for 
boys, and the other for girls, where they are taught toread the Scrip- 
tures in the Bengalee and English languages, writing and accounts on: 
what is now termed “ The British System.” The objects of the 
“ Benevolent Institution” are the children of the poor of various na- 
tions, including the children of Europeans by native women (a neglect- 
ed aud destitute class of society,) of Armenians, Hindoos, Mussul- 
mans, natives of Sumatra, Mosambique, and Abyssinia, and especial- 
ly.those of the Portuguese Catholics, thousands of whom were wander- 
ing about the streets in all manner of vice-and wretchedness. Nearly 
500 are already on the books of the school. Mr. Leouard, a pious 
and active man, superinteads it.. 

N. B.—These sehools, and others at different missionary statiens, 
are so conducted as to render a Christian teacher unnecessary: A 
heathen, for the sake of the salary, will superintend them, and must 
go through the process, or be detected., And as in all the schools the 
Scriptures are taught, heathens thus become the instruments of in-- 
structing Heathen:children iu the principles.of Christianity.

EXTRACT 
FROM THE FOURTH REPORT 


OF THE 
KENTUCKY BIBLE SOCIETY. 
September 20, 1815. 


It has happened to the friends and supporters of Bible Societies, as- 
it has happened to the pious and the benevolent in the discharge of 
every other duty ; as they have progressed in the shining path of vir- 
tue, the avenues to usefulness have multiplied, and the means of do- 


ing good have been afforded. While they have run in the way of. 


God’s commandments, he has challenged their hearts and shone upon 
their path. Thus the spirit of association which Bible Societies. 
have contributed so remarkably to strengthen, has given birth to many. 
valuable institutions both in Europe and America, which have had 
for their grand object the diffusion of gospel light and the salvation of 
the souls of men. Accordingly we have seen societies forming in various 


,| parts of our country forthe suppression of vice and the promotion 


of virtue. T'oo much cannot be said in praise of these societies. 
Female Societies, having for their express objects, the supply. of 
destitute places with preaching, and the education of poor and pious 
young men for the Gospel ministry, have alse been formed in various 
places. Of the laudable and efficient efforts made by those societies, 
we have not time to speak, except it be for a moment to solicit atten- 
tion to a Female Cent Society in New-Hampshire and one in Ken- 


tucky.. In New Hampshire these Societies put their contributions. 


into acommon stock. ‘The money is expended under the direction 
of the trustees of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society, in procuring 
preaching and religious books for the uniostructed in their.own state. 
Last year they raised $ 1,400. . 
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"he Female Cent Society of Lexington is composed principally of 
benevolent and pious ladies in this town and in Paris. At the last 
uarterly meeting of this society, held on the last Saturday of August 
last, it appeared, that since the establishment of this society, which 
had then existed a little more than a year, there had been paid into 
the hands of the 'I'reasurer, $ 292 37 cents. That of this sum $ 83 
have been furnished by the benevolence of ladies in Paris. ‘I'hat 
$ 267 90 cents have been applied to the support of two pious yeung 
men at the Theological School at Princeton; leaving in the hands of 
the ‘l'reasurer, $ 24 47 cents, to be applied to the same benevolent 
purpose as soon as more collections are made. 


he board of managers have to regret, that in most places through- 
out the state, either from the want of information, or a fatal and in- 
explicable indifference to this matter, there have been but few efforts 
to second the views of the society. Can it be too much lamented 
that, when so many are daily perishing for lack of the bread of life, 
there should be multitudes who, we hope, have tasted of the good 
word themselves, yet decline using any exertions to distribute the 
blessings upon which they themselves are daily feasting? ‘To satisfy 
ourselves, and to have it in our power to convince our friends that the 
state of our country, as it respects Bibles, is very different from that 
which is generally apprehended, your directors did, at a meeting in 
May last, divide Lexington iuto six districts or wards, and appointed 
persons to visit the several families in each, to inquire whether they 
had Bibles, whether those Bibles were entire, and where none were 
found, to inquire whether the want arose from poverty or other causes. 
The inquiry has not yet been quite gone through, but so far as it has 
been made, the directors are sorry to say, they have found many fa- 
m:lies without the Holy.Scriptures, some from poverty, some from 
carelessness, and some probably from other causes. Suffice it to say, 
the investigation has been sufficient to shew the indispensable neces- 
sity of Bible Societies in this country. If many persons in Lexing- 
ton, where Bibles may at all times be purchased, are living without 
them, what is to be expected in remote and unfrequénted parts of our 
eountry, where ignorance, and vice, and poverty, in greater or less 
degrees prevail, and where Bibles are often not to be procured. 


The Board of Diréctors cannot prevail upen themselves to close 
this part of their report, without recommending to the members of 
this Society, and to their fellow Christians at large, the formation of 
Sabbath-day Schools, more particularly for the purpose of catecheti- 
cal instruction. No measure, particularly in towns, could have more 
beneficial effects, or more immediately fall in with the views of Bi- 
ble Societies. We would also earnestly recommend that the Bible 
be made as generally as possible a School Book. The evils attribu- 
ted to this practice never have existed, and will, we are sure, upon a 
fair trial, be found perfectly visionary. If it be true, that a know- 
ledge of the doctrines of the Bible, and a practice of the duties it en- 
joins, be the prime business of human life, the sooner and the more 
perfectly our children are acquainted with them the better. Now 
what means can be so proper, as that our children should every day, 
take at least one lesson from the lips of Him who taught as man never 
taught ? , 


In fine, the directors console themselves and felicitate this Society 
upon the rapid diffusion of divine truth through the world; and the 
glowing zeal for the glory of God, and the salvation of men, which in 
almost every quarter is mabifesting itself—We would stir up your 
pure minds by way of remembrance,” that we every one may he in- 
duced to make the determination of the good prophet his own. “ For 
Zion’s sake will I not hold my peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake will I 
not rest, until the righteousness thereof go forth as brightness, and the 
salvation thereof as a lamp that burneth.” 


Since the organization of the Society, the managers have received, 
by donations and purchases, 819 Bibles and 277 ‘Testaments, and 
there have been distributed 117 Bibles and 200 Testaments.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Extract of a Letter from a Gentleman in Newark, N. J. to the Editor 
of the Chillicothe Weekly Recorder, 


Datren—Nov. 3, 1815. 


* In an extract from the Visirant, of Albany, published in your 
paper some time since, some mention was made of the Sunday Schools 
established here and in several of the neighbouring towns. Perhaps 
an account of their origin and progress, as far as 1 am able to give it, 
may not be uninteresting. 

“To the females we are indebted for the first instituted in this 
place.—In May last, several gentlemen of Newark associated together 
for the purpose of teaching the poor and destitute, who could not 
read, and who enjoyed no means of instruction during the week.— 
Since that time, between one and two hundred black and white, of 
both sexes, have entered this School. Most of these either could not 
read at all, or could read very imperfectly. Several adults, between 
forty-five and sixty were taught the alphabet. ‘There are many more 
blacks than whites: ‘This school has succeeded well, and in addition 
to the School on the Sabbath, the managers of this institution have 
agreed to opena school for the blacks one evening in the week, in 
in which their religious instruction will be particularly attended to. 
How deplorable the state of this class of our fellow beings, held in 
cruel bondage, and brought up for the most part in ignorance of God 
and of themselves! While their bodies are enslaved, many of their 
masters seem to forget that they have souls, one of which is worth 
more than ten thousand worlds. How awful the account which many 
must render at the Last Day, for their conduct toward those, who, in 
the providence of God, are thus put into their possession. 

“ Resides this School for the poor, we have a School every Sabbath 
afternoon, for the religious instruction of the rising generation, which 
through the summer has been well attended, and generally consisted 
of about one hundred and thirty or forty, who were taught the Short- 
er Catechisni, and select parts of the Bible. These children were 
rewarded by tracts, primers, New Testaments, &c. Since the 
Schools were opeved, several of the neighbouring towns have follow- 
ed our example—Bloomfield, Springfield, Morristown, Elizabethtown, 
and Princeton. At Princeton, a fund of\$500 has been collected, by 
subscription, from the students, and Schools, I believe, are now open 
there. 


“ I could wish to write more largely on this subject ; but I presume 
that you, Sir, need no argument to be convinced of the importance of 
these institutions. Your paper circulates in many places where they 
might be established, and produce an essential alteration, not only in 
the morals ; but, through the blessing of God, in the hearts of many, 
who, though poor in this world, may thus become rich in faith. Our 
blessed Lord has said—“ The poorye have always with you,” which, 
with his disciples, should always be a sufficient reason for exertions to 
supply their wants, temporal and spiritual,.as-far as practicable. ‘he 
Schools, also, for the religious instructioa of the youth, I consider of 
great importance. Many of these who attended during the summer 
have committed to memory the Gospel of John, with the exception 
of « few chapters. Who knows but the Lorp, who in the present 
day is giving more than ordinary encouragement to the friends of Zi- 








on, “ in the morning to sow their seed and in the evening to withholt 
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not their hand”’—-may bless our fulure exertions, if they are directed
